Remarks 

In response to the Species Election requirement, Applicant elects "wherein the 
tanks fit in the baggage or cargo hold" as the tank location. Claims 9, 11-16, 18-21, 23, 
25, 27-28, 30-35, 52, 54-67, 69, 71-72, 74-76, 78-80, 82-87 and 95 are readable thereon. 
Furthermore, at least claims 31-35, 57, 59-60, 64-66, 75-76, 78-80, 87 and 95 are generic. 
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Conclusion 



Applicants submit that the pending claims are in condition for allowance.
